EDITORIAL NOTES - 
Order Recalled 


T is pleasing to know that William Robertson 

Coe has changed his instructions to Manager- 
Trainer Hugh Fontaine relative to a dispersal 
sale of his Thoroughbred horses. For the pres- 
ent, at least, the order has been withdrawn. For 
some time it has been an open secret that Mr. 
Coe has wanted to get out of racing and breed- 
ing, primarily because he has so little time to 
devote to it. He rarely gets to the races and if 
he makes more than one visit annually to his es- 
tablishment at Lexington, the splendidly appoint- 
ed Shoshone Stud, it is an event. Another thing 
that enters into the matter is the fact of the loss 
of so many foals of 1933 through a_ strange 
malady, which, fortunately, has been put down. 

Mr. Coe gave instructions on August 10 for the 
dispersal and withdrew them on August 14. As 
to what caused his change of mind, we are not 
advised, but we are glad he did it, and we hope 
he will carry on. He has a splendid sire in 
Pompey and fine sire prospects in Pompey’s sons, 
Osculator and Ladysman. He has 52 mares, 
among them some of the best in America. All 
told he has 98 Thoroughbreds. Shoshone Stud 
farm embraces 800 acres. It could easily be di- 
vided into three well equipped farms, each with 
a good dwelling house. His .private training 
quarters at Saratoga and at Belmont Park are 
very complete and desirable. 

We are writing these particulars with the 
thought that they may be of interest to some 
person or persons who would like to come into 
racing and breeding as successor or successors 
to Mr. Coe if and when he does definitely decide 
to quit. 

Saratoga Sales 

HERE was a better tone to the market for 

yearlings at Saratoga the second week. At 
the conclusion of the eighth evening 380 head 
had passed under John Bain’s hammer in the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s arena for an aggregate 
of $494,000, the average being $1,300. It was ex- 
pected, as this was written, that there would be

a recession from this average when the sales of 
this week are concluded, but it is not expected 
that the average will go below the $1,125 of last 
year. The consignors for the greater part ex- 
pressed themselves as pleased with results, but 
there were some who had expressions of dissatis- 
faction with the price obtained for one or two in 
their strings, usually their “tops.” However, 
when consideration is given to the fact that, as 
one keen observer put it, “there was a train load 
of buyers up to $1,000, as against a carload of 
bidders to $2,500, and a jitney bus load of buyers 
above $5,000,” the yearlings generally were well 
sold. There were not so many in the market this 
year that were not good individuals, and there 
were fewer evident defects than has heretofore 
been the case. On the whole, we think, it was a 
good market. Fewer horses than usual “went 
back home.” 

The top colt of the season was bred in Vir- 
ginia and was bought into Kentucky. It was the 
bay son of *Teddy from Superstitious, by Super- 
man, consigned by Kenneth N. Gilpin, Kentmere 
Farm, Boyce, Va., and purchased by Warren 
Wright for his Calumet Farm, Lexington, the 
bidding having been done by Manager Dick Mc- 
Mahon. The price was $11,500. A few minutes 
previously they had bought out of the same con- 
signment the chestnut son of *Teddy from Sun- 
melia, by *Sun Briar, for $3,500, and the day 
after the sale Mr. Wright informed us that both 
he and Manager McMahon are now of the opinion 
that the chestnut may prove out to have been the 
better buy. Well, they are both good. 

The second highest price of the season, $10,500, 
for the imported bay colt by Manna from *Miss 
Gainsborough, by Gainsborough, consigned by 
Duntreath Farm, which is to say Silas B. Mason, 
of Lexington, was bought by J. J. Watts, a part- 
ner in the Warm Stable, and it is likely that he 
will carry the Warm Stable colors. Mr. Mason 
had thought that there was a possibility that the 
Manna colt would bring $15,000 up. 

The half-brother to Mate, which is to say the 
brown colt by *St. Germans from Killashandra, 
by *Ambassador IV, was a disappointment at 
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$6,500, the price paid by Brookmeade Stable for 
him. Col. Phil T. Chinn and his undisclosed part- 
ner, a New York man who has a farm in the 
Empire State, it is said, had given the Hon. 
Leslie Combs $7,000 for the youngster at Lexing- 
ton last month. However, the deal on the whole 
was profitable for Colonel Chinn and his man of 
cash. They bought 10 yearlings, lost on one, got 
an even break on another, and profited on eight. 
The others in the Chinn consignment were on 
contracts—so much above such and such price— 
and we hear they made the Colonel some money. 
Glad to know it, as are many others. 

Samuel D. Riddle tried “bringing ’em out of 
the field into the sale ring,” but he told us after 
the experience of Friday night: “Never again. I 
bought Man o’ War that way, for there had been 
no time to put him into what is popularly known 
as ‘sale condition’ when Major Belmont decided 
to sell. I had listened to many persons telling 
about that being the way to have good race 
horses from the sales ring, and I thought I'd try 
it, because it really is the right way, but I now 
know that when you are selling at Saratoga the 
buyers generally are not horsemen, and must see 
them fat and sleek and pretty for their money. 
Well, in future, when I sell my surplus—I’ve got 
to sell some every year, because I have not 
enough stable room and pasturage—they will be 
all dolled up like dancing masters and their lady 
friends.” It is a pity that this is true. The train- 
ers do not seem able to correctly inform their 
patrons in this matter. 


Range 


T Saratoga last week we encountered in the 

same morning two contrary views on the 
subject of proper pasturage for yearlings. Sam- 
uel D. Riddle, master of Faraway Farm, Lexing- 
ton, and of Glen Riddle Farm, Maryland, stated 
his intention to have his yearlings in the future 
separated earlier than has been the practice. In 
other words, he will take them out of large pas- 
tures and put them into paddocks. He will do 
this because he believes the youngsters, the colts 
particularly, will go to the trainer freer from 
foot and leg troubles. “The buggers romp and 
run and box and kick one another too much. 
They won't do that if they are separated,” said 
Mr. Riddle. 


An hour or so later, while looking over some 
yearlings at the Fasig-Tipton Company Sales 
Paddocks, someone commented about the scars 
on a colt’s leg. “They are, perhaps, unsightly, 
but nothing more,” said Major Louie A. Beard, 
manager of the horse interests of the Whitney 
families. “They get those things in numerous 
ways in the pastures. I have spent hours watch- 
ing yearlings out of doors. The timid ones never 
have anything happen to them. They go off to

themselves and stay out of the boxing and kick- 
ing games of the hardy and fearless youngsters. 
I like yearlings to have plenty of range and I 
like them to run together even while they are 
being broken. They make, I think, better horses 
than those which are separated and confined to 
smaller paddocks.” 

We thought at once of Major Foxhall A. Dain- 
gerfield. Major Beard’s remarks are in keeping 
with Major Daingerfield’s practice when at Cas- 
tleton, at Lexington, as manager for James R. 
Keene, his brother-in-law. The Keene horses 
were more than ordinarily successful in racing. 

But, Mr. Riddle has on his side the fact that 
the general practice in England is to resort to 
paddocks rather than to large pastures.

Special 

QUIPOISE is to meet Discovery and several 

others—Bazaar, Dark Secret, Faireno, In- 
dian Runner and Gay Monarch are possibilities— 
in a $15,000, winner-take-all special at a mile and 
a sixteenth over the new Narragansett Park 
course on Saturday, September 1, according to 
present plans. Cavalcade, leader of the 3-year- 
olds, was invited, but is temporarily on the shelf 
due to a hoof ailment. The Narragansett special 
will be the most important sporting race to date 
of the year and may be the forerunner of several 
other such events. Clarence Lehr has been striv- 
ing for a similar feature for Detroit and there’s 
a possibility Lou Smith will offer a rich purse 
for an edition at Rockingham and the United 
Hunts for another at Belmont Park in the fall.

Turnover 

IMLICO’S record average handle for 1933 of 

$314,000 likely will be surpassed at the cur- 
rent inaugural meeting at the New England 
course on the shores of the Seekonk. The aver- 
age is running well ahead of that now, with at- 
tendance figures averaging over 20,000, and with 
crowds exceeding 30,000, paid, the custom on 
Saturdays, holidays and Wednesdays. The mid- 
week cards attract large gatherings and totaliza- 
tor turnovers due to the fact that the many cot- 
ton, woolen and other mills in the neighborhood 
are closed on Wednesday afternoons. The play, 
$557,000, last Saturday at Narragansett Park, 
and attendance, 37,000 paid, broke all previous 
New England records for a single day. Walter 
E. O’Hara, 98 per cent owner of the track con- 
structed at a cost exceeding $1,Q00,000, has wag- 
ered Old Rosebud the average play will exceed 
$325,000 and that on one afternoon $650,000 will 
be handled. 


Unchanged 

UST when Peace Chance and High Quest were 

forced out of training for at least the rest of 
1934, leaving Cavalcade the only active pretender 
to the 3-year-old title, it became known that the 
*Lancegaye colt also was something the worse 
for wear and would be unable to defend his 
laurels in the Travers. Which may have been 
just as well, considering the poor fortune of other 
top 3-year-olds in that Spa special. And with 
his Nemesis, Cavalcade, out of the way, Discovery 
seemed logical king-regent of the division, but 
ironically enough, he could not make the most of 
the one good break he has enjoyed this season, 
since he is not a nominee to the Travers. Warren 
Wright’s Hadagal, which revealed unexpected im- 
provement in the King Philip at Narragansett 
Park, also is ineligible to the $20,000 stakes, 
much to that Chicagoan’s regret. So the race 
was deprived of its appeal, and the 3-year-old 
situation will remain unchanged, at least until 
the running of the Lawrence Realization.

Promoters 
HOSE Chicago sportsmen represented at Nar- 
ragansett Park last week by J. R. Healy may 
or may not know it, and may or may not be in- 
terested, but they can buy a ready-made race 
track in one of the few really productive loca- 
tions, Tropical Park, at Miami. Of course, Hia- 
leah Park gets the best of the dates. The Chicago

sportsmen referred to above are anxious to build 
a track similar to Narragansett Park at Glen- 
view, on the North Shore. Which takes nerve, 
considering the inability of tracks in that area 
to buck the World Fair successfully this summer. 
And incidentally, reports that Walter O’Hara has 
acquired Tropical Park are wrong. With repeal, 
it was believed Havana racing would be hard hit 
by the season around Miami, but Dan Sabath is 
expected to open Oriental Park next winter, bar- 
ring revolutions, and regulars in the North say 
the health of Florida racing, in which J. E. Wide- 
ner has professed so much faith with increased 
purses, forecasts brisk business on the island.

California 
HE Los Angeles Turf Club will hand up 
nearly $200,000 in added money at its Santa 
Anita meeting, which opens Christmas Day, and 
already horsemen in the East are planning Cali- 
fornia invasions. Warren Wright has announced 
Hadagal will be prepared for the $100,000 added 
handicap there. Major Louie Arnold Beard says 
Equipoise will point for the same special. No 
word has as yet been received from abroad con- 
cerning H. A. Buck’s success in attempting to 
induce owners of crack English and French per- 
formers to ship here for the race.

Whiskers 
ATRICK CHRISTIAN BARRIE, erroneously 
credited with being ‘smart,’ and known from 
Newmarket to Tijuana for ringing horses, once 
more is in the talons of the law and it appears 
this time really will be deported to his native 
England. Crude workmanship in altering the 
colors and markings of his equine subjects and a 
flair for boasting finally found him being arrested 
by the valiant Pinkertons—as if being arrested 
weren’t ignominy enough. It requires only simple 
algebra to know that if it took three years to find 
Barrie so he could be deported you and I will 
have whiskers down to here before they ever 
bring to justice whoever is responsible for the 
“outside” sponging jcbs of 1933 in New York. 
And we may be older than that before we learn 
why men are ruled off as jockeys, yet are granted 
trainers’ licenses. 
Claiming 
HERE has been so much written and said 
concerning the various claiming rules now in 
effect in America that Old Rosebud has of late 
been sounding out various horsemen of the “gyp,” 
“halterman” and “respected veteran” categories, 
and concludes it’s all a question of running them 
where they belong. When a man buys a yearling 
for $f{,000 and spends another $1,500 getting him 
to the races, only to have him claimed for the 
$1,200 at which he must be run to have a chance 
it’s costly, but a part of the game. When one 
trainer drops a $2,000 horse in for $1,500 and an- 
other runs a $1,000 horse in the same race for 
$1,200, finding the three-pound allowance isn’t 
enough to bring them together, that also is part 
of the game. It all revolves around correctly 


valuing the entrants and the fact that a horse can 
be taken for $1,200 and win nearly that much in 
one purse a few days later is the real reason for 
so many claims. If nothing else, all the horse- 
trading proves the sport’s health is improved. 
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SARATOGA SALES 


HE uncertainty which marked the situation 


before the beginning of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company’s annual yearling sales at Saratoga 
never quite resolved itself into certainty, even 
after the sales were finished Monday night of this 
week. The market was neither definitely strong 
nor definitely weak. It produced disappointment 
for some of the consignors, but THE BLOOD-HORSE 
believes that a big majority of the sellers were 
well pleased with what they received. 
In the course of nine evenings there were sold 
a total of 402 head for $503,375, an average of 
$1,252.18. This represents an increase of 10.5 
per cent over the $1,133.23 of last year (including 
the 1933 daylight sale of C. J. Fitz Gerald). The 
comparison with last year’s sales is shown by 
the following tabulation:

The highest price of the entire sales was 
$11,500, paid for a *Teddy colt in the consign- 
ment of Kenneth N. Gilpin’s Kentmere Farm, 
on Thursday, August 16. Second highest was the 
$10,500 which J. J. Watts bid for an imported 
Manna colt in the Duntreath Farm consignment, 
on August 17. Generally speaking, it appeared 
that there were fewer high prices this year and 
fewer low prices, though this tendency grew less 
evident as the meeting progressed. During the 
first week of the sales, there were nearly 10 per 
cent more yearlings in the $1,000 group than had 
appeared last year, but late in the sale series a 
number of wealthy buyers appeared who had not 
been much in evidence during the early sales. 
While the percentage of very high-priced year- 
lings still remained lower than usual, the most 
considerable increase during the last week of 
sales appeared in the number of yearlings sold at 
amounts greater than $2,000. Of the 402 year- 
lings sold, 132, or 32.8 per cent reached the $1,000 
mark. In 1933, 132, or 31.6 per cent reached this 
figure. In the $2,000 group, 82 yearlings, or 20.4 
per cent appeared in 1934, as against 70, or 16.8 
per cent last year. In 1933 17 yearlings were 
sold for $5,000 or more, while only 12 reached 
that figure this year. 

With a few notable exceptions, there were very 


few consignors who attempted by-bidding, and 
most of the sales were bona fide. 

An interesting phase of the sales was the fact 
that fillies accounted for most of the improve- 
ment in the average over last year. The follow- 
ing table shows the comparison:

The increase in the average for colts over last 
year was 6.9 per cent; for fillies, 21.8 per cent.

TUESDAY, AU GU ST 14 
HE forty-three yearlings which passed 
through the auction ring on the evening of 

August 14 brought a total of $41,500, average 
$965.12. The largest consignment was that from 
William Baldwin Miller’s Greenwich Stud at Lex- 
ington. Manager Al Kane sent these youngsters 
into the ring in grand condition. The 16 head 
brought $16,850, average $1,040.63. The same 
farm last year sold 15 head for $10,400, average 
$693.33. The 10 head which John H. Morris had 
brought from his Bosque Bonita Farm, Woodford 
County, Kentucky, realized $5,275, average 
$527.50, a drop from the $893.75 average received 
for eight Bosque Bonita youngsters last year. Mr. 
Morris also had a partnership interest in an 
*Epinard colt. which brought $1,200. Horace N. 
Davis, owner of Blue Grass Heights Farm at Lex- 
ington, put up seven yearlings for which he re- 
ceived $5,850, average $835.71. The highest price 
of the evening, $7,500, was paid by the Brook- 
meade Stable of Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane for a 
product of Blue Grass Heights Farm, a brother 
to Tick On, consigned by Mrs..L. G. Kaufman's 
Loma Stable. Charles Black offered three young- 
sters from Silver Lake Farm, Frankfort, Ky., 
and received for them $2,125, average $708.33, 
but one was later rejected because of sickness. 
Each of the other two sold for $1,000. Eighteen 
of the forty-three yearlings brought bids as high 
as $1,000, only three reached $2,000, one got into 
the $5,000 class.

WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 15 

HE sixth night of the sales saw 55 yearlings 

disposed of, the largest number sold in a 
single night since the sales of 1931. They brought 
a total of $54,100, average $983.64. Most of the 
consigners for whom comparisons are available 
registered gratifying increases over their 1933 
averages. Charlton Clay, owner of Marchmont 
Stud in Bourbon County, Kentucky, sold six head 
for $5,675, average $945.83; in 1933 Mr. Clay’s 
four Saratoga offerings averaged $787.50. Edwin 
K. Thomas, another Bourbon Countian, owner of 
Timberlawn Farm, sent seven head into the auc- 
tion ring and received for them $9,800, average 
$1,400, as against an average of $870 for five 
head last year. The 12 head which Charles A. 
Stone’s Morven Stud, Charlottesville, Va., sent 


into the ring brought $7,550. The average, 
$629.25, was far in advance of the 1933 average 
for the same firm, $244.44. W.S. Threlkeld sold 
four head for $4,800, average $1,200, as against 
an average of $756.25 on eight head last year. 
However, the five yearlings offered by Robert A. 
Fairbairn, from his Fairholme Stud, at Winches- 
ter, Ky., brought only $5,275, average $1,055, a 
big falling off from the average of $2,675 on 10 
head sold last year. John R. Macomber sold six 
sons and daughters of his young stallion Petee- 
Wrack for $2,050, average $341.67. The Wheat- 
ley Stable received $800, average $266.67, for two 
fillies and a colt. Albert D. Lasker, a compara- 
tive newcomer as a Thoroughbred breeder ob- 
tained the highest average of the night when he 
sold three well bred yearlings for $9,450, average 
$3,150. One of the Lasker consignments, a colt 
by Mr. Jinx out of *Channelle, went for $5,800, 
the highest price of the evening, to Mrs. Payne 
Whitney’s Greentree Stable. The other two in 
the Lasker consignment, a colt by Blue Larkspur 
and a filly by *Royal Minstrel, were purchased by 
John Hay Whitney for the Llangollen Stable. The 
highest price ever paid for a Brown Bud yearling 
was reached when the Newtondale Stable of 
Charles Leonard purchased a colt by Brown Bud 
out of Lightning Bolt’s dam, Margie C., for 
$3,800 out of the Morven Stud consignment. Of 
the 55 head sold, 21 reached $1,000 in the bidding, 
eight brought as much as $2,000, and one passed

THURSDAY, AUGUST 16 

HE sale of August 16 came at the end of a 

day marked by steady rain, and the crowd 
was quite small, yet the auction was one of the 
most colorful and successful of the entire series. 
Forty-six head sold for $80,690, average $1,752.17. 
The consignments of Kenneth N. Gilpin, F. Wallis 
Armstrong and Thomas Piatt dominated the sale. 
Mr. Gilpin offered nine head from his Kentmere 
Farm in Virginia, seven of them sons and 
daughters of *Teddy. These youngsters, the 
first get of their famous sire to be offered at 
public auction in this country since his importa- 
tion, found a ready market waiting them. One, 
a colt out of Superstitious, by Superman, second 
dam *Simmy, by Neil Gow, set a new high for 
the sale when he was knocked down to Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Farm for $11,500. The nine 
Kentmere yearlings brought a total of $22,900, 
average $2,544.44, more than five times the 
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$503.56 average Mr. Gilpin received for seven 
head last year. Mr. Armstrong, associated with 
Mr. Gilpin in the importation of *Teddy, offered 
eight John P. Griers and three sons of *Teddy. 
The 11 head sold for $24,000, average $2,181.81, 
as against an average of $2,614.29 received by 
the same consignor for 14 head in 1933. Top 
for the Armstrong consignment was a $7,000 bid 
made by the Llangollen Stable (Mrs. J. H. Whit- 
ney) for a chestnut son of *Teddy and Flying 
Whisk. Mr. and Mrs. Whitney arrived on the 
run when the bidding on this colt had touched 
$3,500, and Mr. Whitney had made bids of $4,000 
and $5,000 before he reached his chair. *Teddy’s 
score for the entire evening was 14 yearlings 
seld for $40,500, average $2,892.85. Nine colts 
averaged $3,811.11, five fillies, $1,040. Thomas 
Piatt received $11,850 for the 12 head from his 
Brookdale Farm at Lexington, the top prices 
being $3,500 (paid by Calumet Farm) and 
$3,200. The average, $987.50, was an improve- 
ment over Mr. Piatt’s average of $831.82 at Sara- 
toga last year. Thomas Carr Piatt, son of 
Thomas Piatt, sold four head for $4,400, average 
$1,100. W. H. Lipscomb, the only other con- 
signor with as many as three offerings, received 
$2,500 for that number, average $833.33. During 
the evening 30 head sold for as much as $1,000, 
12 reached $2,000, and three went above $5,000.

HE next-to-last evening of the sales again 

saw the average tilt upward to a new high 
level for the season. Forty-nine yearlings sold 
for $96,600, average $1,971.43. The principal con- 
signment was that of 23 head offered by Col. Phil 
T. Chinn, who maintains his reputation as one 
of the best of Thoroughbred salesmen. For the 
23 head, recruited from various sources, the total 
received was $52,950, average $2,302.17, far in 
advance of the average of $1,285.34 on the 29 
yearlings sold by Colonel Chinn at Saratoga last 
year. Of the Old Hickory offerings the top 
proved to be the brown colt by *St. Germans out 
of Killashandra, the dam of Mate. For this colt, 
which was purchased from the Hon. Leslie 
Combs, of Lexington, some time in advance of 
the sales, in the hope of obtaining a profit on 
him, Colonel Chinn received his top price, $6,500, 
the Brookmeade Stable being the ‘successful bid- 
der. The same purchaser also paid the second 
highest price of the Old Hickory consignment, 
$5,700 for a colt by *Sir Gallahad III-——*Hurry 
Back II. Besides these there were two others, 
colts by Haste and Infinite, which went to Brook- 
meade for $3,500 and $2,100 respectively. From 
Silas B. Mason’s Duntreath Farm were offered 
eight yearlings which brought an aggregate of 
$20,200, average $2,525. Last year Duntreath’s 
consignment of nine yearlings averaged $1,061.11. 
Top of this group was a youngster imported last 
year at the side of his dam. The son of Manna 
and *Miss Gainsborough was bid in for $10,500, 
the second highest price of the entire sales (see 
page 187). Three Victorian yearlings bred jointly 
by Duntreath Farm and W. Lee Nutter brought 
$6,100, average $2,033.33. Samuel D. Riddle’s 
Glen Riddle Farm sold four head for $1,950, 
average $487.50. Harrie B. Scott, manager of 
Mr. Riddle’s Faraway Farm at Lexington, offered 
seven of his own and received for them $6,800, 
average $971.43.

MONDAY, AUGUST 20 

HE final sale of yearlings saw 22 head passing 
through the ring and bringing a total of 
$9,375, average $426.14. Immediately after the 
yearling sale had been completed a consignment 
of mares and foals from Leona Farm (John D. 
Hertz) succeeded them in the sale ring. This sale 
had scarcely started when fire broke out in the 
feed store of Eddy and Son, opposite the Fasig- 
Tipton arena. The fire proved to be a much 
greater attraction than the horses, and the crowd 
left so quickly and so completely that Mr. Tranter 
announced the postponement until Tuesday night 
of the remaining stock. The fire was soon extin- 
guished. There was no danger to the sales arena. 
The last night of the yearling sales was marked 
by moderate offerings. The top bid was $2,500, 
and this was the only price to reach $1,000. Ken- 
neth N. Gilpin, who had already sold the major 
portion of his yearlings, disposed of five more for 
a total of $1,000, average $200. W. W. Vaughan, 
of New Jersey, sold five for $1,175, average $235. 
The Regan Farm, Inc., of Lexington, directed by 
Mrs. Thomas J. Regan, disposed of five for $4,400, 
average $880, as against an average of only

CALIFORNIA 


DISTANCE RACES PLANNED 

HE most systematic attempt of the year to 

program races at greater than ordinary dis- 
tance has been announced for the meeting at 
Santa Anita this winter. .A series of distance 
races graded up to four miles will be carded. As 
the distance is increased, so will be the value, 
until the final four-mile event will have $5,000 
guaranteed. Only 23 races longer than a mile 
and a quarter have been run in America this 
year (including August 17), of which the longest 
is two miles. A series of longer races was inau- 
gurated at the Detroit Fair Grounds during the 
summer meeting there, and a series of races with 
distances increasing gradually to two miles is in 
progress at Longacres. The Detroit events were 
for purses of $1,000, while the first two of the 
Longacres series were worth $500 and $600 re- 
spectively. Other longer races have been largely 
confined to the less important tracks, with the ex- 
ception of such traditional events as the Dwyer 
and Belmont Stakes and the Latonia Derby.

SARATOGA 


ACING at historic Saratoga, already feeling 

the pressure of the stable of Morton L. 
Schwartz, was almost completely dominated by 
the white, brown sashes of the New York sports- 
man, during the week ending August 18. In mid- 
week Hindu Queen took the measure of Bazaar 
to win the Alabama Stakes, richest event of the 
meeting for fillies, and on Saturday, August 18, 
Observant led the C. V. Whitney entry of Col- 
lateral and Roustabout to the wire to capture the 
Travers Stakes, oldest stakes event in the United 
States, and richest of the meeting for older 
horses. These brought the total of stakes events 
won at the Saratoga meeting by the Schwartz 
stable to five, Observant having previously won 
the Wilson Stakes, while Uppermost had captured 
the Schuylerville Stakes and the Troy Claiming 
Stakes. Monday, August 20, found another 
Schwartz stakes winner, this time from the stable 
of A. C. Schwartz, when Little Lie ran off with 
the Kentucky Claiming Stakes. The Travers had 
lost some of its interest when Peace Chance was 
declared out, and after Trainer Bob Smith an- 
nounced that Brookmeade’s Cavalcade would not 
start, the event was left wide open, and a larger 
field paraded to the post than would probably 
have been the case had Cavalcade been among 
the entries. Observant and the Whitney entry 
had the race to themselves after the first six fur- 
longs, and the extent to which the remainder of 
the field was outclassed was shown by the fact 
that the first four horses to finish, Observant, Col- 
lateral, Roustabout and Black Buddy, crossed the 
line four lengths apart. A second development 
during the week was the emergence of Kievex as 
a consistent stakes performer.’ Already victor 
over Bazaar in the Saranac Handicap, the *Kiev 
gelding came from last place with a fine burst of 
speed to run away from his field in the Delaware 
Handicap August 17, and register the second 
stakes victory of his career. His time, over soft 
footing, was 1:39%5 for the mile. 

Poor weather cut attendance during the middle 
of the week, and left the oval in soft condition, 
but the running of the Travers on August 18 
brought out a crowd estimated at 18,000, one of 
the largest of the current meeting. 


SWOPE NOT BEHIND LOTTERY 

Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New 
York Racing Commission, issued a notice August 
15 to the effect that use of his name in connection 
with any lottery legislation was unauthorized. 

“Information has come to me,” he_ stated, 
“that a certain person or persons have ap- 
proached prominent devotees of the Turf in an 
effort to interest them in lottery legislation 
through the use of my name. I wish to inform 
the public through the press that the use of my 
name by any one is positively unauthorized and 
forbidden in this connection. I will appreciate 
the reporting to me or proper authorities of any 
persons fraudulently representing themselves in 
such a manner.” 


DISCOVERY’S KENNER STAKES 

Finding Cavalcade absent for the fourth time 
this year, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Discovery 
(113) gave seven pounds to each of the other two 
starters in the Kenner Stakes ($2,500 guaranteed, 
3-year-olds, 1 3-16 miles), at Saratoga August 14, 
and won his fourth race of the 1934 season. The 


Display colt, which has taken the dust of the 
Brookmeade star six times this year, with Agra- 
rian and High Quest the only others to beat him 
to the wire, was much the best in the Saratoga 
feature. He ran away from Maemere Farm Sta- 
ble’s Somebody, which killed the dubious chance 
he had by swerving in the stretch, and H. C. 
Phipps’ Cleves, a Sardanapale colt which had 
nothing to offer against the other two entries, 
finishing eight lengths behind Somebody, ten be- 
hind the winner. Jockey Bejshak had Discovery 
away to a safe lead in the first quarter, took his 
mount in hand, came over when Somebody 
threatened to go through on the rail, and won 
looking back. The winner was at the prohibitive 
odds of 1 to 10. Time, :2415, :4814, 1:12%, 
1:3735, 1:5714, track fast.

HINDU QUEEN’S ALABAMA STAKES 


Post time for the fifty-fourth running of the 
Alabama Stakes ($15,000 guaranteed, 3-year-old 
fillies, 114 miles) at Saratoga August 15 found 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Bazaar (121), winner of the 
Test Stakes August 3, a 1-to-2 favorite to repeat 
the victory which her stablemate, Barn Swallow, 
scored last year. Her defeat by Kievex in the 
Saranac Handicap August 8, when she swerved 
badly after leading to the last eighth of the 
mile route, had indicated that the daughter of 
Tetratema was not at her best at a distance 
over seven furlongs, but Saratoga bettors evi- 
dently found nothing in the field of five which 
seemed capable of beating her in the Alabama. 
Jockey Don Meade, knowing the filly’s ability, 
rode a clever race on the Bradley miss. He took 
Bazaar to the front to set the pace, but made 
it so slow that the second quarter was covered in 
26 seconds, the half in :50%5. Beyond this point 
Jockey T. Malley, on the Belair Stud’s Fleam 
(125), and Lee Humphries, on M. L. Schwartz’s 
Hindu Queen (111), began moving faster, and 
to hold her lead the pacemaker was forced to 
increase her speed, but even so the mile was 
caught in 1:4045. Meade was successful in keep- 
ing enough in his mount to run the last quarter 
in :2425, almost a second faster than she ran the 
corresponding distance in the one-mile Saranac 
Handicap, but Hindu Queen, with more in reserve, 
made up a _ two-length disadvantage when 
Humphries put her in a drive and drew out to 
hold a length margin at the finish, stepping the 
last quarter in :234%. Fleam, which had run 
second through the early stages, challenged 
gamely but tired and fell back to third position, 
five lengths behind Bazaar, two lengths in front 
of Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s Lady Reigh (125). 
C. V. Whitney’s Elf Lock (114), the only other 
starter, was outrun after the first half-mile.

dam of the producers Ondulation, *Lespedeza 
(dam of *Sardaneza) and *Frizeur (dam of the 
stakes winners Black Curl, Pairbypair and 


Crowning Glory). 


OBSERVANT’S TRAVERS STAKES 

M. L. Schwartz, who now leads owners in 
money won at the Saratoga meeting, sent Ob- 
servant (112) to post in the sixty-fifth running 
of the Travers Stakes ($20,000 guaranteed, 3- 
year-olds, 11, miles) on August 18 a decided 
favorite. Coupled in the betting with A. C. 
Schwartz’s Gay Monarch (112), the black son of 
On Watch was an odds-on choice at 4 to 5. The 
running of the race, the oldest stakes event in 
the United States, showed such confidence to be 
justified, for Observant went to the front when 
his rider pleased and won handily, with a margin 
of four lengths separating him from C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Collateral (117), which was second, four 
lengths ahead of his stablemate Roustabout 
(117). A slow start found Greentree Farm’s 
Black Buddy (112) setting the early pace, and 
the Bud Lerner colt showed the way for more 
than six furlongs, with Observant running easily 
in seccnd place. Jockey Lee Humphries, after his 
second stakes victory of the day, began to move 
his mount up at that point, and as the field 
swung past the quarter-pole Observant had 
opened up a five-length lead, which he increased 
to six in the stretch. Black Buddy tired badly 
after being headed, as did the Maemere Farm 
Stable’s Maine Chance (112), which had been 
running in third position, and the C. V. Whitney 
entry of Collateral and Roustabout charged into 
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second and third position. Neither could get to 
the Schwartz colt, however, and all three of the 
leaders finished well in hand, Black Buddy, 
Maine Chance, Cleves (112) and Gay Monarch 
(112) trailing far back. Time, :24%5, :49%, 
1:1426, 1:3925, 2:0535, track good. Stakes di-

Observant’s 2-year-old season was not brilliant. 
In six starts he won one race, was second once, 
earned $550. Showing great improvement in 1934, 
the Schwartz colt has not been out of the money, 
winning three of his four starts, including the 
Wilson Stakes, finishing third in the Saranac 
Handicap behind Kievex and Bazaar. Observant, 
in his 10 starts, has won $18,600 for his owner. 


LITTLE LIE SUCCESSFUL 

A. C. Schwartz’s Little Lie (111), which has 
vacillated between stakes and claiming class all 
year, scored the first stakes victory since her 
success in the Nursery Stakes at Hialeah Park 
last March when she outlasted the Belair Stud 
Stable’s Palma (111) to win the Kentucky Claim- 
ing Stakes ($2,500 guaranteed, 2-year-old fillies, 
five and one-half furlongs) at Saratoga August 
20. The *Sickle filly, which had won four of her 
last six starts, was heavy favorite at 5 to 2, and 
justified the confidence of her backers by taking 
the lead in the first jump, repulsing the challenge 
of Dorwood Stable’s High Hand II (111) and 
lasting to win by a head from Palma, which had 
closed fastest. High Hand II kept third place by 
a nose from Fair Fields Stable’s Polly Hundred 
(111), with the only other starter, Vanda Cerulea 
(111), trailing. Jockey C. Rosengarten rode the 
winner. Time, :23, :48, 1:0645, track good. Stakes

Little Lie, bred at Elsmeade Farm, Lexington, 
has started 15 times, won eight races, finished 
second twice, earned $9,105. After winning the 
Nursery Stakes, she was unsuccessful in two 
stakes events, ran in $3,000 claiming races, won, 
and attempted stakes races again. Failing to 
win, Little Lie was dropped again to claiming 
races, and has gradually gone up the claiming 
scale, being entered to be claimed for $4,000 in 
the Kentucky Claiming Stakes. 


CLOSED CLAIMING 

The New York State Racing Commission at a 
meeting August 18 at the Saratoga race course 
changed the claiming rule from ‘open’ to 
“closed,” making it effective after August 18. The 


new rule permits only those having a horse in a 
race to claim a horse from that race. A claimed 
horse cannot be raced on a track outside New 
York within 30 days after date of claiming unless 
the claim is made within 30 days of the end of 
the New York racing season, in which event the 
claimed horse may be raced anywhere immedi- 
ately after the New York season closes. Senti- 
ment at Saratoga is much against the claiming 
racket, and the meeting of the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association, which is expected 
to develop a better system of racing through 
classification and handicapping, is eagerly await- 
ed. A man at Saratoga last week informed a 
representative of THE BLOOD-HORSE that he had 
picked up considerable money by making loans to 
persons desirous of preventing the loss of their 
horses through claiming. ‘The parties to whom I 
have made brief loans,” he said, “are persons of 
very limited means. Finding that a horse would 
be claimed, they have borrowed enough to have 
two or three friends put in claims, so that there 
would be a drawing for the horse. In that way 
they would have two or three chances to retain 
the animal as against one chance of losing it.” 
During the Saratoga meeting’s first 18 days, hal- 
termen from Narragansett Park were numerous. 


ECONOMIC LEAVES RACING 

The Delaware Handicap, run at Saratoga Au- 
gust 17, marked the end of an attempted come- 
back for Economic, J. H. Louchheim’s 5-year-old 
chestnut son of Infinite—Karelia, by St. Henry. 
Economic pulled up lame, his legs having given 
way a furlong from home, and his owner an- 
nounced that he would retire the horse to the 
stud, making no further attempt to bring him to 
racing form. Economic, which was sold as a 
yearling from Himyar Stud for $6,600 at the Lex- 
ington Fall Sales, raced seven times at two, won 
three races and finished second once. At three 
he was one of the early choices for the Kentucky 
Derby, but could do no better than second, five 
lengths behind Burgoo King. He was also sec- 
ond, to Universe, in the Wood Memorial Stakes. 
His only stakes victory in 1932 was in the Ohio 
State Derby, where he led Springsteel and Our 
Fancy to the finish. This victory was his last. 
In 1933 Economic did not start. Two starts this 
year before the Delaware found the son of Infin- 
ite in third place, while his final race saw him 
last in the field of four. In 16 starts Economic 
won five races, finished second three times, third 
twice. He earned a total of $30,885 for his 
owner. He was the first foal of his dam, which 
has no other of racing age. 


SARATOGA PURSE INCREASE 

Beginning with the racing of Monday, August 
20, the Saratoga Association increased the value 
of the lowest overnight purses from $900 to 
$1,000. The value of two overnight events, the 
Senator Kavanaugh Handicap and the Miller 
Purse, was increased to $1,500. 
BARRIE TO BE DEPORTED 

Patrick Christian (Paddy) Barrie, famous for 
his coups with “ringers,” will be sent back to 
England, according to Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins. Barrie, whose exploits are Turf legend, 


was to have been deported two years ago, but 
jumped his $500 bail bond and had not been ap- 
prehended until recently, when Pinkerton men 
arrested him on a charge of attempting to steal 
the horse Easy Sailing from John Galvin. Barrie 
first attracted public notice when he succeeded 
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in running the campaigner Aknahton as_ the 
2-year-old Shem at Havre de Grace. He was 
later arrested at Miami for another coup with 
Aknahton, which this time had been entered as 
Gailmont. 


BELMONT STAKES DATES 

The Westchester Racing Association an- 
nounces, in The Racing Calendar for August, 
dates for stakes to be run during the fall meeting 
at Belmont Park. The meeting, which runs from 
September 3 to 15, offers 13 stakes events, topped 
by the Futurity, which will be run September 15. 
The dates follow:

DETROIT FATR GROUNDS 

TTENDANCE at the Detroit Fair Grounds 

track for the week ending August 18 showed 
a fair increase over previous weeks, week-day 
crowds being reported at about 5,000, while 
nearly 15,000 attended on August 18, the closing 
day of the summer meeting, to see the running 
of the Bloomfield Hills Handicap. The event 
which went to the lightly considered Bahamas, 
a stakes veteran from the Oak Tree Stable 
which found winning form after 16 consecutive 
defeats. The day’s secondary feature, the $1,200 
Juvenile Decision Purse, went to Dixiana’s Debs 
Delight, the heavy favorite. The chief event of 
mid-week racing was the Dearborn Handicap, an 
overnight event in which Dixiana’s Mata Hari 
was made overwhelming public choice at 3 to 10. 
The filly, which has yet to win on the Detroit 
track. again proved a disappointment, finishing 
third behind L. J. Marks’ Marooned and Tran- 
quility Farm Stable’s Rock X. On Monday, 
August 20, the second charity day of the Detroit 
Racing Association, much the same field went to 
post for the Junior League Handicap, with Mata 
Hari dropping two pounds, Marooned and Rock 
X. each picking up one. The change in weight 
failed to alter the order of the finish, and the end 
of the six-furlong dash found Marooned and 
Rock X. again leading the Dixiana star. Purses 
for the charity day meeting were $800, instead 
of the $500 minimum which was offered at the 
first charity event. 

A serious spill at the first turn in a mile race 
August 14 put Jockeys S. Hebert and C. Parvin 
in Detroit hospitals, and brought renewed pro- 
tests from Detroit turf writers that the mile 
events were started so close to the turn that 
crowding and consequent danger were inevitable. 
Detroit stewards, unwilling to change the place 
of starting mile events, as is done at Latonia, 
issued a ruling that henceforth fields in mile 
events would be limited to 10 starters. 
BAHAMAS SURPRISES 

Detroiters had a difficult time August 18 choos- 
ing between Thomas Donley’s Royal Blunder 
(113), which had been shipped from Chicago to 
run in the Bloomfield Hills Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), Young 
Brothers’ Fiji (3-y-o, 107), Latonia Derby win- 
ner, and H. C. Rumage’s Our Count (3-y-o, 107), 
recent winner of the Ferndale Handicap, all three 
going to post at between 3 and 4 to 1. Running 
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of the race found the Oak Tree Stable’s Bahamas 
(100), absolute outsider at 17 to 1, going at once 
to the front, making every post a winning one, 
and winning with two and one-half lengths to 
spare over Royal Blunder, which led Fiji by two 
lengths. Miss Purray (103), from the Tranquil- 
ity Farm Stable, beat out Our Count for fourth 
position. Jockey R. Montgomery, on the winner, 
whose 16 previous starts this year had been un- 
successful, took his charge in hand after assum- 
ing the lead, shook the Bon Homme gelding up 
when Royal Blunder challenged nearing the 
stretch, and won with something in _ reserve. 
Trailing the leaders were Mr. Sponge (108), 
Penncote (3-y-o, 10212), Safe and Sound (3-y-o,

ARRAGANSETT PARK, in a condition book 

issued recently, and covering the races of 
August 21 to August 27, raised the minimum 
purse of that period from $800 to $1,000. Re- 
ports on attendance and wagering from the 
Rhode Island track indicate that the increase is 
well justified, for the first half of the 29-day meet- 
ing has had an average attendance of 20,000, and 
an average of $343,000 daily has been bet through 
the totalizator. Half-holidays in the Rhode Is- 
land section on Wednesdays have aided the meet- 
ing materially, the betting on August 15 reach- 
ing $457,016. The handle of August 18 again 
went well over the half-million mark. 

The featured event of August 15, the Fort

ly. Saturday, August 18, which offered the Old 
Colony Stakes as the featured attraction, found a 
crowd of 30,000 on hand. The event was won 
handily by Time Flight, a 2-year-old from the 
stable of Miss Marie Krug. With a fast field 
trailing him to the finish line, the Flight of Time 
colt established himself as a prominent contender 
for 2-year-old honors, and added a new compli- 
cation to the problem of rating the better juve- 
niles of the season. The supporting feature of 
the day, the Jacobs Hill Handicap, a $1,200 one- 
mile event for 3-year-olds and up, went to Mrs. J. 
Badame’s Khorasan, which led Pike and Unna’s 
Teralice and the favored Barn Swallow to the 
finish. 


SPEEDY SKIPPY WINS STAKES 

A. A. Baroni’s Speedy Skippy (3-y-o, 100), re- 
cent winner of several $3,000 claiming races, 
stepped up to the $5,000 class at Narragansett 
Park August 15 and won the first running of the 
Fort Adams Claiming Stakes ($2,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 mile). The Baroni gelding, 
which raced last season under the colors of Harry 
Cooper, ran the mile in 1:39, equalling the track 
record which Cleves and Roustabout held jointly.

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SARATOGA NOTES

ACING officials throughout the country may 

breathe easier for the time. Peter Barrie, or 
Christie, or Williams, as you will, alleged leader 
of a ringing gang, which has for three years been 
a thorn on the racing rose tree, arrested in Sara- 
toga by the Pinkertons and held for the Federal 
Court, was ordered deported to England. Barrie 
is said to be wanted in England for some offense 
against the Crown. When taken at Saratoga, he 
was refused bail and the Federal Government 
notified. Barrie was arrested in Miami two years 
ago, after a ringing case there, but definite ac- 
tion failed to materialize. Admitted to bail, he 
skipped out and was not found again until a few 
‘days ago at Saratoga. 

* * 

When Capt. Philippine Mindanao Walker sent 
the 2-year-old Seawick out to win his first start 
at Saratoga, he gave the patrons of racing a look 
at a horse which in Spanish would be called Un 
Isabella Caballo, the Isabella referring to the 
color. The dictionary of Phrase and Fable gives 
the following as the genesis of the Isabella appli- 
cation to color: 

During the Moorish Wars, the city of Saragossa re- 


sisted stoutly and Queen Isabella, becoming vexed at 
the delay in capturing the city, vowed to the Virgin 
that she would not change her linen until the city fell. 
Saragossa held out for two years after this vow had 
been taken, hence the color designation, which is that 
of dirty linen, or calico. 


The Captain having won his title and his war 
glories by stirring action in the Philippines dur- 
ing the Spanish War, it was meet that he should 
introduce the Isabella Caballo to American 
racing. 

The colors of E. R. Bradley and those of M. L. 
Schwartz have been the silks most prominently 
displayed during the first 18 days at Saratoga. 
Colonel Bradley has won nine races, three of them 
stakes, while Mr. Schwartz is the winner of six 
races, five of them stakes. In first monies only, 
Mr. Schwartz leads with $32,082, Colonel Bradley 
second with a total of $17,665. 

The lead of Mr. Schwartz is partly due to the 
victory of his filly Hindu Queen over Colonel 
Bradley's Bazaar in the Alabama Stakes, worth 
more than $11,000 to the winner. Hindu Queen is 
by the way of being very much in public eye at 
this time. By Joseph E. Widener’s good young 
sire *Sickle, out of Maharanee, she is the queen 
by performance, as well as by name. 

This was not the first time that Bazaar had 
taken the dust kicked up by Hindu Queen. In 
the Selima Stakes, at one mile, she finished sec- 
ond to another daughter of *Sickle, Jabot, with 
Bazaar third. Hindu Queen is about the first 
horse carrying the blood of Ultimus actually to 
prefer a distance. She apparently is best suited 
by a route and it is no secret that her owner and 
her trainer, Max Hirsch, have an eye on some 
of the big Fall specials that call more for endur- 
ance than speed. 

Dark Secret seems to have lost that form which 
made him the champion long distance performer 
of last autumn, the conqueror of Equipoise in The 
Jockey Club Gold Cup. Or it may be that he has 
grown cunning and has decided that he has done 
his bit in the field of racing. In the running of 
the Delaware Handicap at one mile, he had every 
opportunity to add another star to his crown, but 


when Kievex, under a million dollar ride by 
Wayne Wright, got busy in the stretch, Dark 
Secret either could not or would not try a lick 
and lost the place to Thursday. 


COMMISSIONERS 


HREE additional state racing commissions 

have recently added their membership to the 
roster of the National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners, Thomas R. Underwood, of 
Lexington, secretary of the organization, has an- 
nounced. The Illinois and South Dakota com- 
missions have formaily enrolled, and last Satur- 
day Secretary Underwood received from James 
C. Thornton, secretary of the Rhode Island com- 
mission, a letter stating that this group had 
voted to join and would be represented at the 
Association’s annual meeting at Miami next 
January. 

The newly appointed Rhode Island commission 
consists of George W. Rooks, of Warwick, 
chairman, Thomas F. Kane, of North Smithfield, 
and Russell H. Handy, of Lincoln. The South 
Dakota Commission is composed of Fred L. 
Vilas, chairman, John Lawler and Stanley 
Barnett. 

The states whose racing control bodies are 
affiliated with the National Association are 
Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Maryland, Michigan, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, 
Rhode Island, South Dakota, Texas, Washington, 
13 in all. All commissions co-operating with the 
Association, whether members or not, are ex- 
changing rulings of racing officials, changes in 
rules, and other information of general im- 
portance. The national organization is now mak- 
ing a special study of conflicts in racing rules, 
with the object of attaining uniformity insofar 
as local conditions permit. 

The Association was invited by Major Louie 
A. Beard, executive secretary of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, to have a 
representative at the latter organization’s first 
annual meeting, at Saratoga Springs Thursday 
of this week, and Mark R. Hanna, as president 
of the commissioners’ group, has made prepara- 
tions to attend. 


LEGISLATION 


NEW YORK MAY HAVE PARI-MUTUELS 

EREMIAH TWOMEY, chairman of the Senate 

Finance Committee of New York, announced 
recently that every effort would be made at the 
next session of the legislature to legalize pari- 
mutuel betting in New York State. If the reso- 
lution of which Senator Twomey is author is 
adopted, and approved by the voters, pari-mutuel 
betting will be legal in 1936. The Democratic 
legislative leaders, it is understood, are strongly 
behind the Twomey resolution. 

“Racing at the present time is being conducted 
in New York State on a clean, systematic basis, 
and that is the way to keep it,” Senator Twomey 
said. “The state could well use the $8,000,000 it 
would have received this year had mutuels been 
in operation. The system we have in mind is the 
totalizator. It is accurate and affords the public 
every protection. Pari-mutuels would lift New 
York State racing to the highest plane in the 
world.”

LONGACRES 

UTUEL play at the Washington track ap- 

proximated $2,000,000 at the end of 40 days 
of the 59-day meeting, with attendance figures 
holding up also. Last year a 39-day meeting saw 
approximately $1,250,000 pass through the mu- 
tuels. About 15,000 gathered Sunday, August 12, 
to see the running of the first Washington Derby, 
a $1,250 added event for 3-year-olds at a mile and 
an eighth. W. B. Finnegan’s Campillo, third 
choice in the wagering, scored an easy win in this 
event. Featured on Ladies’ Day, Tuesday, Au- 
gust 7, was the Carrie C. Catt Graded Handicap, 
a $500 event won by Marshall Field’s Silva. Long- 
acres officials have adopted the policy of naming 
featured races on Ladies’ Days after distinguished 
women, and Carrie C. Catt joined the group so 
honored, an assortment already including Cleo- 
patra, Martha Washington and Empress Jose- 
phine. The feature of August 14 was given the 
name of Clara Barton, humanitarian of Civil War 
days. Also featured during the week ending Au- 
gust 11 was the Lieutenant Governor Meyers 
Handicap, which resulted in a rousing finish with 
G. O’Connell’s Fairystreet, Lundy and Ryan’s 
Daily News and E. Marmet’s Major Lanphier 
crossing the finish line noses apart. One of the 
fastest races of the meeting came August 10 
when J. D. Spreckels’ Risky Miss cut the record 
for five and one-half furlongs to 1:05. 


CAMPILLO WINS LONGACRES FEATURE 
Probably feeling that to hold a race meeting 
without a “Derby” this year would be to attract 
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attention, officials at Longacres named the $1,250 
added feature event of August 12 the Washing- 
ton Derby (3-year-olds, 14% miles). The race at- 
tracted eight entries, of which Silva (108), owned 
by M. Fields, was favorite. Campillo (109) and 
Alteza (97), coupled as the W. B. Finnegan en- 
try, third choice in the betting, did most of the 
running, however, and the Cantankerous gelding 
finished with a length and a half to spare, run- 
ning easily. Mrs. Alberta Ryan’s Melting Pot 
(98) ran into an early lead, and Alteza went out 
to run him off his feet. At the end of six fur- 
longs both were done. Mystic Moon (110), from 
the Meadowbrook Stable had bumped herself and 
Silva out of the race, and Campillo, which ran 
comfortably behind the early pace, had no diffi- 
culty in taking the lead. Fred Van Patten’s 
Golden Knight (104) closed well to gain a nose 
advantage over W. F. Cameron's Ancelot (110). 
Mystic Moon was fourth, with Melting Pot, Alte- 
za, George Holiday (106) and Silva following in 
order. Jockey Clyde Turk rode the winner. Time, 
12345, :4836, 1:13, 1:39, 1:52, track fast. Stakes 
division, $785, $400, $200, $50.

THOROUGHBRED HUNTERS 


By HUMPHREY S. FINNEY 


N a recent trip in Central Virginia the writer 

dropped in to pay a visit to Manley Carter, 
Postmaster of the old town of Orange, and a 
hunter developer of no mean order, as the lists of 
winners at the Old Dominion horse shows will 
attest. Sitting under the shade of a couple of 
cedar trees in the center of Mr. Carter’s school- 
ing yard and watching some half-dozen 3-year- 
old Thoroughbreds perform over the four jumps 
in the course, the thought occurred to me that 
some readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE might be in- 
terested in how these big colts are handled, so I 
tackled their owner on the subject. It often hap- 
pens that a breeder will have an overgrown, 
sound colt which it would not pay to send to the 
sales, or perhaps the breeder will be located too 
far from a sale ring to justify sending his colt 
there. Let this breeder train his horse to jump, 
says Manley Carter, and if he is the real McCoy 
he will be worth far more when the time comes to 
sell him. 

The seven 3-year-olds we saw were all pur- 
chased as yearlings at either the Timonium or 
Lexington fall sales. They were selected on size, 
conformation, soundness and apparent good dis- 
position, this latter being a sine qua non. Pedi- 
gree is ignored almost entirely by Mr. Carter in 
his selections of young stock. To prove that 
they can be made from any strain we cite the dif- 
ference in pedigree of the following list of the 
colts shown. All these are sold, by the way, and 
this season’s showing rights have been leased by 


Mr. Carter, who developed them.

Mr. Carter breaks his colts as yearlings and 
gallops them slowly, just enough to educate and 
develop them, and then turns them out until 
spring. They are taken up and galloped, but 
never fast, some more at two, and in the fall they 
are taken into the schooling pen and allowed to 
trot around and get used to their surroundings. 
Next, a couple of small jumps are put up, and 
then more jumps of various types as the young- 
sters’ education proceeds. All the work is done 
at the trot and unhurriedly. The main thing in 
training is to keep the colts’ confidence. Mr. 
Carter amuses himself playing with his young 
jumpers all fall, and then turns them out again 
until the next spring, when they are backed and 
prepared for the show ring. It is an important 
point in their training that they are never given 
too much jumping, and once they have learned to 
jump right they are never jumped between shows

we appreciated our host’s kindness in jumping 
them for us. 

Old trainers have told us that the horses in a 
trainer’s care any length of time will reveal to 
the close observer of their habits the disposition 
and temperament of their trainer. Never have I 
seen more obvious proof of this thought than last 
week as I saw the genial, leisurely owner and 
trainer’s disposition reflected in the manner those 
3-year-olds went about their business of jumping, 
sure, unhurried, and playing all the way round. 
I have heard the uninitiated say that a Thorough- 
bred will never make a decent hunter. I have 
never yet heard such a thing said by a decent 
rider who had had the pleasure of being carried 
by a well broken Thoroughbred to hounds over a 
good country when scent was
